These charges are only allegations which 
may be contested by the licensee in an 
administrative hearing.

CHARGES 


Michael A. Bulanowski, M.D., the Respondent, was authorized to practice 
medicine in New York State on or about December 10,1982, by the issuance of license 
number 152718 by the New York State Education Department. 


FACTUAL ALLEGATIONS 

A. Respondent was subject to BPMC Order # BPMC 16-204 (henceforth "Consent 
Order”), which was issued upon a consent application signed by him on June 3, 2016, 
and adopted by the Consent Order, which went into effect on June 16, 2016. (This 
Consent Order is attached as Appendix “A”.) 


1. A Condition imposed pursuant to the Consent Order, required that “Respondent 
shall comply with each and every penalty imposed by this Order pursuant to 
N.Y. Pub. Health Law §230-a.“. One of the Penalties imposed by the Order was 
that "Pursuant to N.Y. Pub. Health Law §§ 230-a(7) and (9), I shall be subject to 
a fine in the amount of $6,500.00. $1,500.00 to be paid within 30 days of the 
effective date of this Order and payment in the amount of $1,000.00 to be made 
within 60 days, 90 days, 120 days and 150 days of the effective day of the 
Order with full and final payment of $1,000.00 made within 180 days from the 
effective date of this Order.” Respondent failed to comply with this Condition. 



SPECIFICATION OF CHARGES 
FIRST SPECIFICATION 

VIOLATING ANY CONDITION 

Respondent is charged with committing professional misconduct as defined in N.Y. 
Educ. Law § 6530(29) by violating any condition imposed on the licensee pursuant to 
section two hundred thirty of the public health law, as alleged in the facts of the following:
